As long as there seemed to be danger 
that the negro would prove a formidable 


political adversary the red-hot elements 


had something with which to make out 
the appearance of a case and to stir up 
the bad blood of the ignorant and 
vicious. But this apprehension has 
been completely laid at rest. There 
is no moré likelihood of an African as- 
cendancy on this continent than a Chimese 
ascendancy. The negro 1s poor and weak, 
an object of pity and net of wrath. He 
can be aggravated into a wild beast by 
persecutipn and neglect, of he can be ele- 
vated into a peaceful and contented 
workipgman by education and kindness. 
Tt is our interest to see that all possible 
effcrt is made toward the fatter direction. 

it we could get rid of Mr. Susur and 
hig negro equality bill, we could not get. 
rid of the existence ef the negro. himself; 
and those who think we shall have done of 
him by leaving him alone where he is very 
greatly misconecive the nature of the 
case. 

Five years ago, when the negro question 
began te play eo conspicuous a part ia our 
political discussions, the anti-Radical ele- 
ments of the South, led by the Bourbons, 
made a mistake in not meeting the policy 
of the dominant faction in Congress witha 
policy of their own, instead of fighting the 
Radical leadere with mere negations that 
were beaten down, as negations usually 
are. Had the Southern politicians possessed 
the sagacity to present a definite plan,not in 
itseli unfriendly to the blacks, and to op- 
pose the wild and vengeful schemes of 
Radicalism with this, we might have de- 
feated, certainly delayed, the sweeping 
measure of negro suffrage which empty 
contradictions and violent haranguing 
tended only to hasten and secure. As it 
was, we offered nothing, and the sense of 
the country said something ought to be 
dene. So, for the want of anything either 
better or worse, the affirmative policy of 
the Radicals, bad as it was im every re- 
spect, was adopted and put upon us. 

The negro question has certainly, for the 
present, spent its torce. It is rather a do- 
mestic than a political question; but, in 
this character, its importance can not be 
over-stated, and the information which we 
receive from every part of the South as- 
sures us that the prospect of the blacks is 
not hopeful as mattersstand. Shall we let 
them alone? To do that is to do nothing; 
for they are without echools. Shall we 
admit them.to our schools? That is social 
equality in its worstiorm. Is it theoriaing 
to investigate the question ‘‘what shall we 
do with the negro?” The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial says we have had too much special 
legislation. The Chicago Tribune says 
that our plan is speculative and abstract. 
The Cincinnati Gazette says it is worse 
than slavery. Do those newspapers mean 
that the negro is to go without schools, or 
that he is to be admitted to the white free 
schools of the country? 

This is a question which the South can 
not get rid of. It isa question which the 
existence of the negro would force upon us 
iithe Radicals did not. Itis not a theo- 
retical question, but a practical question, 
and we simply propose to consider it in 
time. Ail the other forms of the negro 
question haye been forced upon us. We 
have been unprepared for them. They 
have been passedjover usin spite of our 


opposition, which, as we have explained, 


was based on nothing but idle and power- 
less negations. It is time we took the 
question in our own hands, considered it 
as a domestic question, and treated it on 
some affirmative principle. This involves 
not only a common-sense view of it, but 
is also an assertion of that local self-gov- 
erning idea on which the union of the 
States is founded. 

Those who cry “theorist” at our sug- 
gestions delude themselves with the no- 
tion that by denying the question they can 
get rid of it; like the ostrich, who thinks 
because his head is bid his body is sate. 


The Epaghsh Armament. 

Now that England is face toface, if not 
with war, at least with the possibility of 
war, her lack of preparation begins to leak 
out,and we are told that the reliance of 
the country is not in the army, but 
in the volunteers. The facts as to 
the status and condition of the 
regular army, so far as they can 
be gathered, seem to be these: There are 
at present at home 40,500 infantry, of whom 
the greater part are and must remain in 
Ireland. The total number of troops is 
stated to be above 82,000, which would 
leave a m@ch larger proportion of cavalry 
and artillery than one would have ex- 
pected, unless the enumeration includes, as 
wé suppose it must do, the force of mar- 
ines who cannot fairly be reckoned on, the 
strength both of the army and the navy. 
This means that an. army of some 80,000 
or 40.000 is the outside, and more than the 
outiide, of what could be put into line if 
necessary. The 20,000 recruits whom the 
Government recently proposed to raise 
would (perhaps by the time the present war 
is over)increase this force to a proportionate 
extent, and the militia reserye of 21,000, 
with 80,000 militia proper, would, after a 
due interval, be available for the actual 
defense of the country. With these means 


it is quite clear that the English could not, | 
on the most pressing emergency, send a | 
man abroad without leaving the coun- | 


try. practically undefended at home.

That puer gracile, the 
American Youth, was taught to look down 
at his lean shank arid blush; and his trag- 
ile sister, to put on long-trailed dresses to 
keep from blushing. The physical regener- 
ation of the race was preached asa new 
religion. The base-ball bat for Augustus 
and the skates for Flora McFiimsey, were 
prescribed as. a National Recipe. The pic- 
torial press gaye us portraits of the Com- 
ing Man and ot the Coming Woman, the 
former, of course, in base ball costume 
with a Herculean development of brawn, 
and the latter gliding on skates and libe- 
rally displaying the graceful and substan- 
tial towrnure of her legs. Whereupon the 
Nationa) Game immediately became a 
National Nuisance, and the newspapers 
resdanded with heroic descriptions ot 
match games and the romantic exploite of 
brilliant betmen and celebrated short 


stops. 

But this tendency toward knee-breeches 
on the part of the men, and to the dis- 
closure of little feminmme secrets pertain- 
ing to the fashion of wearing garters, was 
preductiye of the manuiacture of false 
calves rather than real ones. This new 
branch of industry kept pace.with the 
physical regeneration mania, but all the 
muscle that has been developed has come 
in the goad old way by honest, cheery 
labor, and has strengthened the limbs of 
Jones, the blacksmith, or Brown, the 
tarmer, because they needed and knew 
bow toput it toa good use. However 
the possible reason why no dividends on 
that stock have accrued to the base-ball 
men has just.come to light. 

It seems that Aveuvstus McFLimagy 
has taken the National Recipe in an exceed- 
ingly dainty and aristocratic manner—vi- 
cariously—as the sons of the Scottish 
kings used to take their whippings, or asa 
great many loyal patriots fought for the 
“lite of the nation” during the war.

has done his walking tor nothing. These 
“professionals,” while going the roundsand 
playing match-games for the glory of 
wealthy and indolent clubs, have formed 
a combination to “bull” the market for 
base bal] athictes, and the amateurs are 
refusing to employ any more professional 
nines. It remains to be seen whether this 
strike for higher wages will put an end to 
the exaltation of this ‘‘health-giving sport” 
or not; but if the National Game cannot 
create its own muscle among those who 
have nothing to do but play it, and, if it 
is to compete with the productive interests 
of the country in the market for hired 
labor,’it must be conceded that the Nation- 
al Recipe is a quack medicine after all.

So shameless has this traffic in the 
public offices become, that a careful ob- 
server could almost arrange a scale of 
prices that would represent at a pretty 
fair average the prices-current of official 
patronage. 

A friend of the Administration estimates 
the value of his position according to the 
amount hecan squeeze out of applicants 
for office as a bonus paid for the use of his 
influence to enable the aspirant to secure 
the prize. This is not done secretly, but 
openly. The Executive set the example, 
and he is compelled to wink at, if he does 
not approve, the conduct of those who 
only do ona less magnificent scale what 
he chose to make the prominent and pe- 
culiar trait in his Administration, 
viz: reward those who bring# him 
gifts with offices of publictrust. This has 
become # mere matter of business. If offi- 
cial position is not put up at public auction, 
like Peter Funk jewelry, it is advertised 
in the papers as for sale at a price to who- 
ever has the cash to pay forit. It is not 
offered with the loud flourish of trumpets 
peculiar to the venders of quack medicines, 
but it » put before the public for a pur- 
chaser exactly as one would advertise for 
sale a Berkshire hog, a bull pup, or a 
partnership in a peanut-stand.
